Thus, the Master is 
responsible for the provisions and clothings as well as all the associated costs for nursing the offspring and its upbringing. 
Hence, this great Ayah does not say: "father" but the expression stated, in order to be all-inclusive and to leave 
no room for any misunderstanding as to where the responsibility oi providing and upbringing rests!
